Inquisition “and Liberty: 
~ GaGs Coulton. - rnietens 
Pp. xii. 354. 15s. 


(By: F. M POWFCKE). 
R. Coulton’ ranges widely in 
‘this Jast book, and much of 
‘what. he writes will be familiar, 
in atmosphere if not in detail, to 
those who-have read his other 
writings. The significance is in 
the last- chapter, in which Dr. 
Coulton seeks to draw the line 
between intolerance and the legit-- 
imate ‘punishment of opinionated 
men who will not conform io- 
existing society. Tt is. not. quite 
clear whether he, thinks that the 
- Church at no time-had the right 
to punish nonconformity, or that 
it has erred in refusing. to dis-- < 
tinguish between the ninety and 
nine who can safely be disregard- 
ed and the hmdredth who is 
dangerous. In the earlier part of 
his book he appears - to maintain 
the former, “in the last chapter. 
he seems to: admit. the latter view. 
Tf he holds, the former view: he 
presumably means that. what he- 
allows to the State he. would deny 
to the Church. He urges that, 
while it should show all possible 
leniency, the State has a right 
_to panish: conscientious objec- 
“tors, and every now and then he 
seems to apply this criticism to 
the treatment of heresy; but. on 
the whole he appears to hold that 
at no’period in ‘history can the 
_ Church be exonerated from 
‘moral reproach in. so far as it did 
not. tolerate: heresy, and that the 
Roman~Chureh, even though ‘it 
should repudiate the right to 
punish and éxpress sorrow for the 
" persecution . of recaicitrants. in 
the . past, eould not- avoid “the 
moral compulsion” to reintroduce 
the principles. of the mediaeval 
inquisition in any State which’.
